QUIET ON THE “Q.” 


THE ENGINEERS AND FIREMEN OF THE 
BURLINGTON SYSTEM STRIKE. 


All the Brotherhood Members Leave Their 
Engines at 4:30 O’Clock This Morning— 
Traing Deserted at Different Peints—New 
York Shippers Alarmed—No Freight 
Trains Meving—The Strikers Orderly— 
Nebraska City Shut Off—The Situation 
Locally. 


Crycaco, III., February 27.—A few minutes 
before 4 o’clock this morning the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy yards at Canal and Six- 
teenth streets presented their usual appear- 
ance. The early morning mail train had left 
on time and thegwitch engines were at work. 
One engineer took a switch train to the Chi- 
cago & Atlantic junction shortly before 8 
o’clock. He said he had heard nothing of an 
order to strike and that he wou!d certainly 
take his train to the junction and run the 
engine back to the round-house. Other 
engineers of switch engines also said 


they had not been ordered to strike. At 3:30 
o' olock there was the usual movement of cars 
at the freight and switching stations at Nine- 
teenth street and Western avenue, where cars 
for the East and the stock yards are handled. 
Just before the time appointed for the strike, 
Trainmaster 8. T. Pope issued an order that 
no trains should be moved west of Chicago. 
This was taken by the few trainmen in the 
yards as a confession that the company had 
secured no men worth mentioning and that 
the road would in a moment more be practi- 
cally tied up. At 4o0’clock precisely switch en- 
gine No. 447 went into the Western avenue 
roundhouse. Three others soon followed it, 
and the engineers and firemen quit work. 
The strike was on in earnest. 
FEW TRAINS RUNNING. 

A couple of suburban trains were the 
only ones to come in over the Burlington 
road this morning. Master Mechanic How- 
land was in charge of one engine, and Super- 
intendent Rinthran the otber. After 
the arrival of these trains the depot- 
master said he did not expect another sub- 
urban train before noon, as there 
was no engineer and fireman to man one, and 
until the General Superintendent could seeure 
some engineers and firemen he was unable to 
say whether there would be another train in 
during the day. The only train that left the 
depot uP to 10 o’ciock this morning was the 
fast mail, which departed at 3 0’clock and was 
manned by the regular engineer and fireman 
trom the Brotherhood. 

SUBURBAN TRAINS MOVING. 

We are just about where we expected to 
be,’’ said General Manager Stone of the Bur- 
lington, when asked what the situation was on 
bis line. We brought in all our suburban 
passengers pretty muchas usual. Our prin- 
cipal train, the one which brings in most of 
the business men and clerks, was only ten 
minutes late. The engineers and firemen on 
these trains were drawn from our force of 
mechanics, yard foremen, ete. Each train 
was manned with a double force of bra..emen 
and conductors, so that if any difficulties were 
encountered we should have plenty of help. 
We shall endeavor to run at least four subur- 
ban trainsa day. 

Did every one of your 1,600 firemen and en- 
gineers strike?’’ asked the reporter, 

Tes, all but one man, an engineer near 
Galespurg.’’ 

What was the matter with him?’’ 

„Nothing. Napoleon used to say that 2 
o’clock courage was a rare thing. I guess 4- 
o’clock courage is equally unique. There are 
doubtless a number of other . among 
our ex- employes who don’t beiong to the 
Brotherhood, and who did not wish to strike, 
but they lacked 4 o’clock courage. 

O TROUBLE. 

Not the slightest trouble has been reported 
from any point so far, and I don’t anticipate 
any Violence or obstruction from any source. 
The strikers did not bring their engines 
through to the end of their runs, but left them 
atthe nearest point when 4 o’clock came. 
Thus all our passengers from the Missouri 
River were dumped at Galesburg, and those 
which we take from the LUlinois Central at 
Forest were left at Aurora. From the latter 
point we were able to bring them in without 
much delay, butat Galesburg the passengers 
were obliged to wait until 10 o’clock before we 
could start them.’’ 

PLENTY OF APPLICANTS. 

The Superintendent’s office and the lobby 
leading to it are crowded with men who are 
applying for the positions vacated. They are 
put — ge an examination by the Superin- 
tendent of Motive Power, and if they are 
found competent are taken to the here at 
once. Before II o’clock this morning about 
fifty of the applicants had been accepted. 

‘*You see there are apparently plenty of 
men ready forthe places,’’ said Mr. Stone, 
pointing to the line. 

„Who are they and where do they come

We don’t know. 

% How about your conductors, brakemen 
and other employes? Are they going to trouble 

ou?’’ 

K „No. We have reason to believe that they 
will stand by the company, and generally be- 
lieve that the conductors and engineers are 
liberally — in comparison with other em- 
ployes. 1 get more than conductors. 
All we have thus far called on have promptly 
responded.’’ 

‘*How isit with the freight conductors and 
brakemen?’’ 

J cannot say from actual experience, as we 
are not attempting to move anyfreight. We 
shall start our noon trains to Kansas City and 
to Missouri River points as usual.’’ 

NO SWITCHING. 

The Burlington is the only road that has ac- 
cess to the lumber district, but having no en- 
gineers on their engines an attempt was made 
to have a Chicago & Eastern Illmois engineer 
switch his trains into the lumber district. He 
refused on the und that it was switching 
for the C. B. & Q., and no further attempt has 
been made up to noon to switch into the lum- 
ber district. 


At Quincy, III. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

Quincy, III., February 27.—Everything is 
quiet in the railroad yards here. The Chicago 
train due at 8:30 this morning got in two hours 
late, and the engineer and fireman left the cab 


as soon as the train stopped in the 
depot. The morning trains on the Carthage 
and Louisiana branches came in lute also. 
The train on the Hannibal & St. Joe road for 
Kansas City got out just before noon with 
Master-Mechanic Paradise of Hannibal at the 
throttle. A Quincy engineer who does not 
belong to the Brotherhood offered to take 
out a train for Chicago this evening. 
The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
switch engines are all in the round-house, but 
steam is kept up for emergencies. The switch- 
men are all in the yards under pay, but of 
course cannot do anything without the 
engines. The striking men here are 
all very quiet and peaceable, and 
do not offer to interfere with 
the movement of trains, simply refusing to 
work themselves. The Wabash is using one 
of its road engines to doswitching, but will 
not handle O., B. & C. freight. There is a 
great deal of C., B. & Q. freight on the tracks, 
and there is muc inconvenience to 
shippers and business men in consequence. 
There are thirty-eight cars of stock in the yard 
bound for Chicago and New York. An effort 
will be made to 1 * this released from the O..

READING, Pa., February 27.—Half a dozen 
more engineers who left their positions at

It was learned here to-day that the 
number of engineers who lost their positions 
on the main line of the Reading Railroad 
during the recent trouble was about one 
hundred and seventy, together with the same 
number of firemen. The majority of these 
were located in coal region points and all 
Knights of Iabor. 


Shippers Alarmed. 


NEW YORK, February 27.—Many shippers by 
way of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 
road have become alarmed by the threatened 
strike of the engineers, which was to take

The Condition of Affairs at Mt. Vernon—Aid 
From Abroad.

Sunday,’’ wasthe general expression yester- 
day. One week has now elapsed since the 
terrible cyclone which swept over the beauti- 
ful city.

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OVERRULED, 
The Demurrer to the Indictment of the Fifth 
National Cashier- Trial in May. 


An important decision was rendered by 
Judge Thayer in the United States District 
Court to-day overruling the demurrer entered 
to the indictment of Cashier Crecelius of the 
Fifth National Bank. The case wiil now be 
set for trial at the May term. 


The demurrer to the second, fourth and sixth 
counts of the indictment raised the question 
whether the erasure of one or more figures 
constituting a number already written on the 
books of account of a national bank and the 
writing of different figures in the plea of those 
erased constitutes making an entry’’ within 
the meaning of section 5209, Revised Statutes. 
That section provides thatany Cashier, Pres- 
ident, Director, clerk or other agent of a 
national banking association who makes any 
false entry in any book, re or statement 
of the bank, with intent to 
defraud any company or person or 
to deceive any os appointed 
to examine the affairs shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. In three counts of the 
indictment Crecelius is accused of having 
made a false entry on three several occasions 
in the general balance book whereby the actual 
amount of cash on hand at the close of busi- 
ness on those days was greatly exaggerated. 
In the counts to which a demurrer was 
raised he is accused of making faise entries in 
the same book and on the same days, but the 
whole indictment is really challenged. 

The Court holds that a person makes a‘‘false 
entry’’ within the meaning of the statute 
who erases one or more figures 
from 4 number already written 
and writes other figures in lieu thereof so that 
the fact intended to be recorded is falsified. 
There is no substantial difference between 
erasing certain figures and writing different 
figures in their pace, and making en entry 
every part of which is in the writer’s hand- 
writing. The statute was enacted te 
prevent bank officials from con- 
cealing the actual financial condition 
of national banking associations by means of 
a falsification of any of the books of account 
or statements orreports which the law re- 
quires them to make. Tne law was not framed 
to punish persons who made original false 
entries and at the same time toexempt from 
. those who falsified correct entries 

y erasing figures and substituting others. 

The language of the statute is sufficiently 
comprehensive to forbid a falsification of the 
books in any manner, whether by an original 
entry or by changing an entry. The demurrer 
is overruled.

REACHED ZERO. 

Between the north and south extremes, St. 
Louls got a very good slab of cold weather. 
As announced in the Post-DIsPpaTcH 
the cold wave failed to materialize 
Saturday night, but it made up for all delay 
last night. At 9 p. m. yesterday the mercury 
left the F. des. mark and slid down the tube 
reaching the zero line at 6a. m. day. It did 
not get below that and under the sun’s in- 
fluence slowly crawled up the tube, reaching 
12 above at noon, 

The high barometer area that brought down 
the cold from the North was very peculiar in 
its movement. Friday there was a very low area 
over the lakes, a 29.16 area. Just west 
of it over Moorhead was the cold area. By 
the laws of meteorology the low should have 
drawn the high area due east. Instead, 
however, the high area moved right straight 
down the Mississippi Valley. To-day the most 
of it was southwest of here. This southern 
movement has bronght a freezing temperature 
to Texas for the third or fourth time this 
year, Fort Elliot, Tex., reporting only 14 
above, and Fort Sill, 20 above. In Arkansas 
it got down to 16 above at Fort Smith and 22 at 
Little Rock. 

In the Northwest there were the old-time 
cold wave temperatures. The following sub- 
zero readings were sent from the North 
this 88 at 6 o' clock: St. Vincent, Minn.,

A CURIOUS CASE OF MISTAKEN IDENTITY 
IN THE POLICE COURT. 


Augustus Thompson, a Young Negre, Ac- 
cused of Insulting White Girlsa—One of 
the Girls Swears Positively to His Iden- 
tity, But Thompson Proves an Alibi—A 
Dinner Pail That Came In at the Right 
Moment. 


Augustus Thompson, the young negro ar- 
rested Friday afternoon for insulting Theresa 
Repetto, Theresa Wilkins and Henrietta Holt- 
mann, three young white women employed at 
Dozier—Weyl’s cracker factory, was tried by 
jury in Judge Cady’s court this morning. : 
Thompson was arrested sometime ago for 
insulting white ladies in the same maaner 
and was fined $100. This fine was paid at the 
time by his empioyer, Mr. Condell, a patent 
medicine manufactnrer at Sixteenth and 
Market streets. At the time of the arrest Mr. 
Condell also manifested the greatest interest 
in the negro and tried hard to get the ladies to 
drop the prosecution against him. 

Officer Heath was the first witness placed on 
the stand this morning and testified to the ar- 
rest and identification of the defendant. One 
of the women identified him positively, and 
the other two thought Thompson was the man, 
stating that he answered the description of 
the man in dress and appearance, 

THERBSA WILKINS 
testified that on February 16 she met 
the defendant on Thirteenth and 
Olive streets and he addressed a very 


insulting remark to her. He picked up 
a stone and she took up a piece of mud out ot 
the street and dared him tothrow it. It was 
6:15 or 6:20 a.m. when she met him. He wore 
a short coat and cap and carried a dinner 
bucket. He turned east on Olive street. The 
witness identified the defendant positively. 
He insulted her on Friday two weeks ago and 
once between that time and February 16, 
which was the third time it occurred. Theresa 
Repetto was with her the last time. 
THERESA REPETTO 

saw him on February 21. That was the day he 
insulted her and Theresa Wilkins. Her testi- 
mony was objected to by the defense and ruled 
out. 

HENRIETTA HOLTMANN 
saw the defendant on February 18, As she 
did not see him on the 16th, the date alleged in 
the complaint, she was not permitted to tes- 
tify to what he had done to her. She recog- 
nized him by his clothes ahd general appear- 
ance. 

Officer 2 testified to having arrested 
Thompson fore for the same offense, but 
his testimony was objected to and knocked 
out. He was returned tothe stand and testi- 
fied to seeing Thompson at from 6:30 to 6:45 in 
the morning on Thirteenth and St. Charles 
streets and that neighborhood. He saw him 
several times going south on Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets.

a colored barber, who testified that he was 69 
years of age, stated that the defendant lived 
at his house, No. 1827 avenue.

"THE ONCE FAMOUS CARBONATE CAMP 
LOSING PRESTIGE. 


Ouray and Aspen Taking the Lead—Grub- 
Staking in Colorado—Ex-Gov. Tabor’s 
Read to Fortune—Prosp. ving in the New 
Camps—Hugh G. Thurston Discusses 
Mining—Aspen’s Future. 


Hugh G. Thurston of Aspen, Colo., who ar- 
rived in the city this morning and is at the 
Southern, in discussing the different mining 
camps of Colorado witha PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter, said:. While Leadville is be- 
yond all doubt the best camp in Colo- 
rado, mining matters there at the 
present time are less thriving than they have 
been. The quarrel between the Denver and 
Leadville smelters has operated unfavorably 
to many mines, the. output of some of the 
best properties has fallen off greatly, while 
the field has been so thoroughly prospected 
that there is little chance of new discoveries 
being made. The lew-grade mines are suf- 
fering the moston account of the discrimina- 
tion of the railroads in favor of the Denver 


smelters. While nearly all Leadville ore was 
treated in that camp the smelters were able 
to handle low-grade ore at a very cheap rate, 
but now when most of the high-grade ore goes 
to Denver for reduction it has been found im- 
possible to treat poorer mineral at the former 
— and the consequence is that many

Manager Lovke’s Trial in the Police Court at 
Washington, D. C.

WASHINGTON, D. O., February 27.—The sen- 
sation of the National Opera Company break- 
up was the arrest of Manager Locke on a war- 
rant sworn out by Eloi Sylva, the little fat 
tenor of the troupe, and Mr. Bertha Pierson, 
the husband of the well-known soprano, for 
giving checks on a bank in which 
he had no money on deposit;

Lately he had p 
mitted Mr. Locke to pay him in checks, 
and to cut him downto two performances a 
week. The cheok for $900 on Oorson Mo- 
Cartney of Washington was given on 
last. Locke had then said

THE SOUL A SMELL. 
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REV. DR. MATTHEWS RIDICULES THE. SCI- 
ENTISTS OF THE DAY. 


Ignorance of the So-Called Learned the 


Curse of the Ages—Fallacy of Facts“ 
The Vanity of Spencer and Nonsense of 
Darwin—Science Shackled the Intellect 
—Progress Due to Christian Discoverers— 
Interesting Paper Read To-Day Before 
the Evangelicai Alliance—Proceedings of 
the Meeting. 


The Evangical Alliance had an unusually 
interesting session this morning, 
the first meeting under the Pres- 
dency of Rev. Dr. J. G. Merrill. By 
the time Rev. Dr. Wm. Harris had said amen 
atthe conclusion of the devotional exercises, 
nearly every chair in the room, the lecture- 
room of the old T. M. OC. A., Eleventh and 
Locust streets, was occupied by pastors, who 
looked very bright and lively as they came in 
from the ‘‘nipving and eager air.’’ 

The first business was the announcement of 
the Board of Counselors, that distinguished 
body of ministers who are supposed to shape 
the proceedings of the Alliance for the year 
they serve. The President had the task of se- 
lecting the namesand presenting the follow- 
ing list, which was adopted: 

THE BOARD OF COUNSELORS. 

Revs. J. P. Greene, Third Baptist; George O. 
Adams, Compton Hill Congregation; Moshiem 
Rhodes, St. Mark’s Lutheran; C. E. Feiton, 
Union Methodist; J. W. Lewis, Kirkwood 
Southern Methodist; Geo. E. Martin, First 
Presbyterian; Wm. H. Black, Cumberland 
Presbyterian; D. C. Stewart, United Presby- 
torlan; W. W. Hopkins, Christian; S. P. An- 


derson, Colored Baptist; A. Vander Lippe, 
German Presbyterian. 

This Board of Counselors is the first in the 
history of the Alliance to contain a representa- 
tive of the colored evangelical Christians. 
Mr. Anderson, the one selected for this honor, 
is one of the best known colored preachers in 
the city. 

The Board after being approved by the Al- 
liance, considered the subject of the city chap- 
laincy, and reported in favor of continuing 
the office and recommended the re- 
tention of Rev. T. H. Hagerty, 
who has served in that capacity for the past 
year. Dr. Felton was appointed to select a 
committee to raise funds for the chaplaincy. 
The Board also extended an invitation to Rev. 
Dr. 8. J. Niceolls to give at the next meeting 
a History of Protestantism in St. Louis. 
The report of the Board was adopted. 

DR. MATTHEWS ON FALSE SCIENCE. 

Rev. John Matthews, D. D., of Centenary 
Methodist Church, was to have read a paper 
on How to Build Up Ohurch Membership. 
but he became convinced last week that wuat- 
ever he might say on that subject would be 
simply arecord of his personal experiences 
and might therefore seem egotistical, and told 
Dr. Merrill, President of the Alliance, that he 
thought he would better not give it. 
Dr. Merrill agreed with his views of 
the matter, but would not let him 
off entirely and so the pastor of Centenary 
read the Alliance to-day an essay on the 
**Jactitations of Science or Its Vain Boast- 
ings.’’ He began by declaring that science 
and Obristianity have never collided. 
Religion and science can no more be enemies 
than can the eyes and the ears of the same 
man be enemies. The present antagonistic at- 
titude of many professed scientists and cer- 
tain theologians is due to the overloading of 
Christianity with human opinions. Dr. Draper 
in his‘ ‘Conflict Between Science and Religion,’ ; 
assumes to say that every step of the onward 
march of science has been made in the teeth 
of opposition from religious men. President 
White of Cornell University says the same 
thing. The opinions of some religious men 
do not constitute Christianity. 

SCIENTISTS AS CHRISTIANS. 

Who was the greatest n this 
country ever produced? Jonathan Edwards, 
the Christian. Who was the atest astrono- 
mer of the world? Herschel, the Christian. 
Who stands in the forefront among scientists 
our country has produced? Prof. Henry, the 
Christian, of the Smithsonian Institute, First 
among men of scientific attainments stands 
Sir Isaac Newton, the Christian. It is an ac- 
corded fact that the brainiest men of the world 
have been Christians. Such men as Draper 
and White assume an opposition because the 


Obristian has not accepted as a science the 
ipse dixitof every man who stands forth as 


ean ta ede eee, 
Egypt believed ina cosmelogical egg, from 


which all things emerged. Moses, though 
learned in their wisdom, did not accept this 
science. Darwin seized upon the Egyptian 
idea and journeyed backward, and talks of 
protoplasm—a word referring to first form. 
Evolution has boasted more and assumed 
more than any of the so-called sciences. 
Herbert Spencer’s vanity the speaker showed 
by quoting his definition ef evolution: Evo- 
lution 16 an integration of matter and a con- 
comitant dissipation of motion, during which 
the matter passes from an indefinite, 
incoherent homogeneity to a definite 
homogeneity, during which the retained motien 
undergoes paraliel transformations.’’ ‘‘It is 
such incoherent nonsense,’’said Dr.Matthews, 
that is dignified with the name of science. 
Evolution virtually means a transmutation of 
species, yet it has not a single fact to prove 
it. Ot all the species ef animals not one has 
ever passed over into the other. No rose has 
has ever been transmitted into a violet. Many 
of the scientists talk loudly of reason, but you 
connot trust even this implicitiy. Take India 
where in their trigonometry and other things, 
they are ahead of Europe, the croaking of a 
raven, the cry ofa lizard are ill omens. The 
natives are ruled by superstition. Behold the 
result of intellectual sway in China.’’ 
INTELLECT CHAINED DOWN BY SCIENCE. 

Science has enslaved the human mind, says 
thinkers of great powers. Pythagoras was 
laughed at by the scientists of histime. The 
old scientific theory chained down the human 
intellect for 2,000 years to mere imaginary 
laws. To Copernicus, a cheotogian and eccle- 
siastic, we owe a knowledge of true science. 
To the work of Christian men lixe Kepler and 
Newton, the human inteliect owes its eman- 
cipation. The new forms have got 
into a frenzy of guessing. Perhaps seven- 
tenths of the statements of scientists are mere 
guesses. Science is continually changing. The 
books on geology which in my boyhood were 
said to overturn the holy things of the past are 
no jonger read except as curiosities. By the 
use ofthe same mathamatical law dozens of 
scientists have placed the age of man all th 
way from 5,000 to 200,000 years. A skeleton o 
an indian when discovered in a gas explora- 
tion in New Orleans was accepted by svien- 
tists as a proof that it took 50, 000 years to 
cover up those bones, but this autiful 
theory was exploded afterward when 
the gunwale of a Kentucky flatboat was found 
twenty feet below the surface and lower than 
the skeleton. Sir John Lyon claimed the delta 
of the Mississippi was 100,000 years in forming. 
Gen. Humphrey measured the deposits aad 
showed it was only 400 years in forming. 

THE SOUL. 

Haeckel, the great German evolutionist 
solved the mystery of the soul. He claimed 
that every atom and every cell has a soul. 
Therefore the human brain, with fta 11,000,000 
cells must have as many souls. It’s so hard 
to manage one soul, how must it be with that 
many! “[Langnter. | 

Prof. Jager of Stuttgardt also discovered 
what thesoulis. After a long series of scien- 
tific observations he found the soul to be 
nothing more than a smeil. 

THE END OF THE WORLD. 

Take the theories about the planetary 
world, Some scientists claim it 8 gettin 
colder and colder, and eventually we shal 
freeze out. But our famous Prof. Proctor 
said if certain astronomers were correct, 
this world would come to an end by a con- 
fiagration In 1897, only nine ears hence, 
Another theory is the world will come to an 
end from suffocation. 

Returning to Darwin, the speaker said that 
his theory ofthe origm of man was that a 
lump of something like jelly floated around 
for ages, till it foated against a siick, and this 


hard substance formed the backbone. ‘But: 


what has always bothered me, said Dr. 
Matthews, is how this stick on the outside 
got inside. . } But examination 
has proved that the oldest skulis ever found 
were as large ag any of to-day. 

Dr. Matthews cloned by quoting Oarlyle’s 
characteristic reply to a questioner who 
thought the rugged Scotchman would indorse 
evolution. Said Uarlyle: ‘‘I prefer the Bible 
doctrine to the doctrine getting tashionable 
now, and I prefer the word of that telle 
us man was made a little lower than the angels 
tothe modern philosopher that tells us he 
was made ‘a littie higher than the tad he 
The facts ofscience bless mankind. o ig- 
norance of scientific minds is the curse of the 
age. [Applause.]

A RAILROAD MAN WHO MISSED. THREE 
SERIOUS ACCIDENTS.

Mr. B. W. Williams’ Geod Fortune—A Bu- 


By Telegraph to the Pos Drsra ron. 

HARRISBURG, Fa., February 27.—It has al- 
ways been 8 superstition among rallroad men- 
that one accident on a road, no matter how 
unusual the circumstance connected with it 


might be, is certain to be followed by two 


more of a similar character within a short 
time. Thetruth of this has been noted re- 
peatedly, but never in so striking a manner as 
in three recent occurrences. These three ac- 
cidents were also attended by a piece of good 
fortune to one individual that makes these 
occurrences still more remarkable. B. W. 
Williams is employed by a New York 
railroad as a buyer of ties and lumber. His 
business takes him to various parts ofthe 
country. A fortnight ago he was in the 
northwestern part of West Virginia. He had 
business at a lumber station in the mountains 
known as Slider’s Mill. A narrow-gauge rail- 
road runs by heavy grades and sharp curves 
into this region. No passenger trains are gun. 
Williams had intended to goto the mills one 
day in the caboose of a freight orlumber train. 
He had taken his place in the caboose 
when he learned that there was some doubt as 
to hig being able to get back in 
time to keep an important engagement, and 
hemade up his mind to postpone the trip. 
The train wasin motion when he came to this 
conclusion, but he at once jumped off. While 
the train was going up one ofthe steepest 
grades on this road it broke in two, the ca- 
boose and two of the cars separating from the 
other cars and at once starting back down the 
mountain. The conductor anda brakeman 
were in the caboose. The speed of the cars 
became terrific, and at last they were thrown 
from the track. They , 
PLUNGED DOWN A STEBP EMBANKMEDT, 
and the conductor and brakeman were crushed 
todeath. Tuesday of last week Williams was 
in the Pocono lumber region, in Monroe 


County, Pa., along the line of the D., O. & W. 
road. He was ata mill near Pocono Summit, 
at which place he was to board the caboose of 
an east-bound stock train. He got to the sta- 
tion just in time to see the train pass out. His 
disappointment was great, as he had an 
agreement to meet a man in Stroudsburg. 
An hour or so later his pleasure at 
missin the train was much greater 
than his disappointment. The Povono grade 
at that place is fourteen miles long and ninety 
feet to the mile. The stock cars were fitted 
with air-brakes, but as the train started down 
the mountain the engineer found that they 
would net work. The train was composed of 
twenty-three cars of cattle and a caboose. It 
ran away down the grade, clearing the four- 
teen miles in eleven minutes, and then 
ow gee the track into a ravine nearly a bun- 
dred feet deep. Two or three persons were 
killed and 400 cattle crushed to death. Last 
Thursday Williams’ business called him to 
the lumber region of McKean County, Pa. A 
lumber railroad known as the West 
Branch road connects the Erie with 
the mills.

The first amendment proposes to add to the 
city Charter @ new section providing thet 
street-gprinkling shall be paid for by the levy 
of a special tax, Under the ordi- 
nance which will be passed on 
the authorization of this amendment 
n will be provided that the streets will be 
sprinkled on contracts let by the city, Special 
tax bills will be made out against the prop- 
erty, and on these collections the city will re- 
imburse itself for the payments to the con- 
tractors. The necessity of adopting this plan is 
indisputable. The ordinance now on the books 
provides that the streets shall be sprinkled 
and paid for outof the municipal revenue. 


The pass of this ordinance served a pur- 
pose whic wld searcely be effected in any 
other way. It resened the city from the con- 
trolof the contractors who, under the old 
subscription system, rinkled where the 
cased, charged what they pleased and, wi 

very few restrictions, held control of things. 
The price of street sprinkling under 
that plan was never less than $8 per 
houge for the sprinkling season. Under 
the ordinance which was adopted last year 
the cost was ‘tly reduced. The ordinance 
was only tried for a term of three months. It 
was found that it was a mistake to designate a 
certain number of sprinklings per day, as the 
requirements of different neighborhoods were 
not the same. Above all things, it was found 
that $80,000 was required for carrying the 
ordinance into effect for three months. The 
appropriation of this amount crippled the city 
goverument and caused the various depart- 
ments to abandon some of the most necessary 
improvements and repairs. Now to enforce 
the ordinance for a season of eight months 
would require not leas then ,000. The 
maximum revenue available for municipal 
purposes is 83,00, 000. 

This amount is entirely used up in sustaining 
the egtablished city government. After the 
appropriations now provided for are made 
there is no balance left to undertake street 
sprinkling. The ordimance now on the 
books ‘cannot be enforced, and un-

, an iota of talent as his 
own, bears the prestige of a name which is 
heid in dear and laughing remembrance by 
the present generation of theater-goers. 

It is just possible that being his father’s son, 
and being inevitably brought Into contrast 
with the charming comedy pictures of the 
elder Sothern in the prime of his skill, 
may be of positive disadvantege to 
the young man. The tendency to com- 
pare the present unfavorably with the 
past is strong, and itis hardly fair to pit tal- 
ented youth and comparative inexperience 
against the training of years. 

Mr. Sothern appears lu excellent surround- 
ings. Thereiscertainly no attempt to give 
him the play or to make him shine by the dull- 
ness of his associates. The play is evenly 
balanced, having one character, in fact, 
which is extremely close to the star part in 
strength, and the company is admirable in 
every respect. Itissafetosay that it is one 
of the best comedy companies that have been 
in St. Louis for some time. 

The play is capital. It tells a charming love 
story, with dainty touches of feeling here and 
there and with arunning fire of bright lines 
and clever situations. There is scarcely a dull 
moment from the time the curtain rises on the 
first act until it goes down at the close. The 
story is that of an old English gentleman 
with a lovely daughter who lives at 
„The Larches, a handsome place in 
Kent. Mr. Thornhill, the gentieman, is 


deeply involved financially and must sell his 
home place. His daughter, Rose, is sought by 
Sir Evelyn Graine, an adventurer, for her + 
posed money. To sell the place Mr. Thornhill 
calls from London Mr. Jack Hammerton, the 
son of an old friend who is dead but 
has left his son very wealthy and 
a member of the prosperous uuctionecr 
firm of Hammerton, Mallet Co. The 
young man was a schoolmate of Rose and 
cherishes a secret love for her, but he has 
been abroad for several years and is exces- 
sively and painfully bashful. 

He knows Sir Evelyn’s character and with 
the best intentions in the world attempts to 
pave Rose from him and also to save the old 
© ‘friend of his father from ruin, even going so 
far as to purchase the estate when he sells it, 
His intentions are misunderstood, however, 

and bis bashful blundering gets him into a 
host of complications with his friends and 
with the lady, which are finally straightened 
upand the two lovers are happily united. 
There are several capital characters 
clustered around them. There is 
an irascible but good-hearted old neighbor, 
Bonham Cheviot, a begging{ philanthropist, 
Sir Muffin Struggies, a husband-seeking wid- 
ow, Mrs. Honeton Lacy, and her daughter, 
Louisa,and a clerk, Frank Wiggins, who furnish 
the under plot. 

The comedy is of a high order, not in any!way 
allied to the senseless farce-comedy, which is 
so common, but is bright,clear and enter- 
taining, and the characters are intelligently 
and ad:ihirably drawn. The performance is on 
the same plane, andis artistic and effective, 
with every character distinctively and vigor- 
ously outlined. 

The very fact that the star part of Jack 
Hammerton is closely pressed gives 
Mr. Sothern a difficult achievement 
to maintain its tmportance in the case. One 
ofthe chief merits of his work is that he 
draws and sustains a distinct character and 
gives a real and unmistakeable person 
throughout.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


THE LANOASTER-GLOVER CASE CALLED ro- 
DAY IN JUDGE SEDDON'S COURT. 


A Special Setting Desired, but Denied—Cen- 
tinnance Until the Middle ef May—Dam- 
age Suits Before Juries To-Day Under the 
Dome—New Diverce Bille—Judge Valliant 
Upsets a Compromise Verdict—Decisions 
Handed Down. 


The Lancaster—Glover libel auit was set on 
the trial docket of Judge Beddon’s couxs to- 
day, but it was generally understood that the 
trial would not be reached. When the Court 
called over the doeket for the day counsel on 
both sides appeared, Alex. Martin for the 
Yplaiati# and John PF. Ellis for the defendant. 
The issues were only made up within the 
past few days, and several material wit- 
nesses are absent from the city at this time. 
There wasa desire on both sides, however, 
for a special setting, but the Court objected 
to a special date on the ground that if some- 
thing should happen to prevent 4 trial at 
the time fixed there would be nothing left 
fer the Court to fall back upon, anda great 


dealoft valuable time would thus be lost. 
Oounsel intimated that the hearing would 
consume several days and it would have been 
convenient to set it in April.

A jury was called in Judge Dilion’s court to- 
day for the trial of the suit for damages 
brought by Theodore Becker against the city. 
Mr. Becker’s grievanee was that a portion of 
the sewer on Eliot avenue wasin such a de- 
fective condition in June last year that in 
driving over it the roadway fell in.

ACCIDENT OR HOMICIDE? 


What the Police Know About Pat-Lamb’s 
Mysterieus Death. 


Superintendent Dalton of the City Hospital 
is of the opinion that the case of Patrick 
Lamb, picked up in the alley in the rear of 
No. 616 Spruce street at 6:15 yesterday morn- 
ing and sent to the hospital, where he died at 
ll o’clock last night, is a homicide. Lamb 
had a hole In his left temple, which Dr. Dalton 
thinks could not have been produced by 


a fall. He is of the opinion, 
that it must have been inflicted by seme 
blunt instrument. When picked up by 
Sergeant Con O'Donnell Lamb was bleeding 

rofusely. He had him removed tothe City 

ispensary in a patrol wagon, where Dr. 
Steinmetz examined him and found the man 
had sustained a severe fracture of the skull. 
Lamb was drunk at the time and could give 
no account of how hq came by his injury. 
Dr. Steinmetz forwdrded him to the City 
Hospital. 

This morning the police investigated the 
case and think itan accident. All they were 
able to learn about it tended to show that 
such was the case. Lamb, or a man 
answering his description, was seen at Birdie 
Hogan’s saloon, Sixth and Spruce streets, about 
4 o’clock in the morning. He was drunk at 
the time and had a slight hole in his left tem- 
ple. Officer Luke McDonaid was called in 
and started the man home, It appears he did 
not go home, however, for st 6:15 a. m. he 
turned up at Martin’s grocery, No. 616 Spruce 
street. When he came in there he was 80 
drunk that he was staggering. He asked 
George Lockridge, the clerk, if a colered man 
lived up-stairs. He was answered in the 
affirmative, aud passed through and started up 
the stairs in the rear of the store. At the 
time Lockridge noticed a cut on one of his 
tempies, but it was an insignificant wound. 
Shortly after the man started up stairs Lock- 
ridge heard him descending again, and all ofa 
sudden heard a fall. Going out he found Lamb 
at the foot of the stairs. He was bleeding pro- 
fusely and there was a pool of blood about his 
head. Sergeant O’Donnell was summoned 
and the man removed to the City Dispensary, 
as stated. The staircase is extremely steep 
and the man is believed to have fallen down 
stairs and to have struck his head against the 
brick paving. Probably some projecting brick 
fractured the skull, hitting him at the place 
where he already had a wound. Lamb is 
1 4 gi age, and nothing further is 
known of him.” An inquest will be held to- 
morrow morning.

LEWISTON, Me., February 27.—The Journal 
finds asthe result ofan elaborate investiga- 
tion that one-third of the churches in Maine 
are closed on account of lack of support, and 
that one-half the people of the State are non- 
church goers. The returns show that out of 
1,862 churches in the State 417 are vacant. Out
